His goalscoring lifted the Owls into the play¬ 
off spots and included a hat-trick In the South Yorkshire derby win at Doncaster 
Rovers and a double at Chesterfield In February. He had been an ever-present 
until picking up a stress fracture in March which looked to have ruled the 
striker out for the season.

Sheffield Wednesday is one of the oldest football clubs in the world havingbeen formed on 4 th September 1867. The origins 
of the club are From a cricket dub which played in the summer months. Wishing to keep its players together through the 
winter months, the football dub was sec up and its meeting days were on Wednesdays. Soon, die Wednesday Football Club 
became the dominant sport for its members. The prefix 'Sheffield' was not added until 1929. 

j turaed R rofesstonaI ln 1887 and began to play its games at the Olive Grove ground. It joined the Football League in 
1S92 and won its first major honour, the FA Cup in 1896 when they beat Wolves 2-1. 

Wednesday's original nickname was the Blades (now Sheffield United's nickname) but they became the Owls following a 
move to a new ground in the OWLerton district of Sheffield. 

They won the first division title in 1903 and 1904 and the FA Cup again in 1907 when they beat Everton 2-1. First divlson titles 
camcagainin 1929and 1930and their last FA Cup win in 1935 when they beat WestBromwich Albion by 4-2. 

In the 1950’s Wednesday came to be known as the yo-yo team as they were relegated to the second division 3 times and 
promoted to thefirston 4 occasions. The 1950's was certainly an eventful spell for Wednesday, the mo St notorious Incident 
being the loss to football of Derek Dooley, a prolific goalscorerand Sheffield lad who was the crowd's favourite at the dme. He 
suttereda brokenTeg in a game at Preston and when gangrene set in. his life was in danger. Surgeons were forced to amputate 
his leg to save his life. A tragic loss to football and to the dub. 

Wednesday finally resumed top division status through the 1990's reaching the FA Cup final in 1966 when, despite leading 2- 
Oatonestage.wenton to lose3-2to Everton. 

Earlier in that decade, the dub was rocked by the bribery scandal when the People newspaper revealed that 3 Wednesday 
players had been bribed tothrowagame in December 1962 against Ipswich Town. Wednesday lost thegame 2-0 and although 
tne same n ews pa pe r awarded Tony Kay man-of-the- match for chat game, he was one of a trio of players to be found guilty of 
scandal^ 65 ^ 'Bronco' Layne and England centre half Peter Swan were given prison sentences for their parts in the 

Wednesday were relegated in 1970 after a last match defeat at home to Manchester City. The dub then went through several 
managerial changes involving Danny Williams. Derek Dooley. Steve Burthenshaw and Len Ashurst before finding 
themselves in division 3. The man to change their fortunes was Jack Charlton who turned the dub around and achieved 
promotion in 1980, 

Atone stage, neighbours Sheffield United were also In division 3 and the 2 meetings that season drew attendances of 45.156 
an^ maULancan r record ^ rd division crowd at Hillsborough of49.309. The Hillsborough game was played on Boxing Day 
a nas come into folklore to be known as the Boxing Day Massacre as Wednesday won 4-0.
